LAST SATURDAY OF 
EACH MONTH 


C.P.R. Getting 
Air Control 


There will be a thorough collection 
of salvage in the Town of Vulcan on 
Saturday, January 31st, and owing to 
the* fact that several homes were 
missed., during our December collec¬ 
tion, the committee have <J ec *ded to 
ask the man of each household to de¬ 
liver the salvage to the nearest street 
corner or to the end of the-alley. This 
should be done on Saturday morning 
and not later than 1 p.m. on the last 
Saturday of each month. 

The response for our December col¬ 
lection was very good and although 
many people tied their bundles accord¬ 
ing to instructions, there were quite 
a number who failed to do so, with the 
result that we have a terrible mes« 
at Roy Walker’s warehouse that will 
require a lot of time and work to 
clear up. 

I w^uld like to make .it clear to 
everyone that not one member of your 
committee receives anything for his 
or her services. It is a war effort on 
our part and we seek the co-operation 
of every man, woman and child in our 
town and district. / 

The committee was appointed to 
warehouse space, also space for heavy 
scrap at the loading platform, and to 
look after the shipping of all materi¬ 
als, etc. They were not appointed to 
actually go and gather the salvage, 
that is your duty—the duty of every 
person in Canada (don’t wait until the 
Japs or Germans are looking over your 
front gate—that will be too late). 
There are hundreds of tons of scrap 
on the farms absolutely useless where 
it is. Bring it in and throw it on 
the pile at the loading platform. Our 
Government is calling for steel, cast 
or any kind of scrap you have. Old 
•ar fenders or metal car bodies; car 
frames, old binders, brass, copper, al¬ 
uminum, anything that contains 
metal; bones, bottles, rags, paper and 
grease. Material should be sorted. 
Tie newspapers in strong bundles, tie 
magazines in another. Wool rags and 
cotton rags should Ije kept separate. 
Bones should be thrown in a pile at 
the loading platform. Brass, copper, 
aluminum, paper, etc., are stored in 
Roy Walker’s warehouse. Bring yours 
in now and watch the pile grow. 

May I express my sincere apprecia¬ 
tion to the Vulcan Advocate for the 
help they are giving in advertising 
this campaign.

Wage and Price 
Control Instructions 


These Instructions Defiine 
What Are National Indus¬ 
tries ailing Within Scope of 
N.W.L. Board at Ottawa 

The National War Lebo-'r Board 
has issued instructions to C..nadian 
employers and employees in regard to 
he Wartime Wages and Cost of Liv- 
ng Bonus Order (P.C. 8253). 

As detailed in the advertisement ap¬ 
pearing elsewhere in this issue, these 
instructions define what are national 
industries falling within the scope of 
‘he National War Labour Board at 
Ottawa, and those that come within 
‘.he jurisdiction of provincial, or Reg- 
onal Boards. 

Since wage control, together wit 1 ; 
orice control, have become integral 
narts of Canada’s wartime design for 
iving, the National War Labour Board 
has considered it necessary to demar- 
•ate, for the purposes of the adminis- 
ration of the Order, the respective 
urisd’etons of the National and Reg¬ 
ional Boards. , 

1>i general, National employers are 
designated as those whose operations 
—such as transportation and public 
itilities, etc.—are inter-provincial ir 
character, or those whose industrial 
■ct'vit'es—particularly mining an-* 
hipbuilding—are closely related .( 
he rational war effort as a whole. 

Regional employers are considered 
‘hose in which the operations of Dip 
'dus^rv or business is definitely witfi- 
n p-ovincial 'or municipal boundaries 
'n this category fall most war produc- 
‘ion plants, all sections of retail and 
wholesale trade, and services, etc. 

Employers and employees in the na 
dona' field should address their com- 
•nunicat'ons to the Secretary, the Na 
--nal War labour Board, Qttawe 
hile those'in the Regional category 
-hould address themselves tfr the Reir 
onal V/ar Labour Board in care of 
heir respective provincial govern 
•nents. 

Interpretative rulings on the Order 
have been issued in bulletin form, and 
these may be obtained on anolicatior 
to any Regional War Labour Board.

Following, the conference with Lord 
, eaverbrook, British Minister of Sup¬ 
ply, at Washington, United States 
md Canada are co-ordinating further 
n stepp ng up production. Hon. C.D. 
ilowe announces that (Canadian wai 
equipment is now Iteing used in every 
>atUefleld of the world—in Phil¬ 
ippines, Singapore, China and the 
addle East as well as European 
fronts. 

Maui increase in production from 
now on will be in guns, tanks and 
planes. In. 1942 the plan is for 10< 
vessels of cargo -shipping, and a new 
overnmeut-owned shipyard will be 
built at Montreal.

Standardize Terms 
Of Machine Sales 

Regulations Affect Farm * 

Equipment and Require Set 

Terms in Making Payment 
Farm equipment, machines and 
parts are the latest, to come, under 
wartime regulations. The order ap¬ 
plies from Nov. 1, 1941 to Oct. 31, 
1942. 

Production of farm machinery and 
equipment is restricted in Canada as 
t is in United States, the regulations 
o-ordinating. 

No producer or importer shall nian- 
ufactuie or import a quantity of farm 
equipment, in excess of a designated 
eercentage of his 1940 sales. Imple¬ 
ment manufacturers are required to 
lan production schedules with an eye 
to national need for a proper assort¬ 
ment of farm equipment, and farm 
organizations are asked to urge far¬ 
mers to make essential repairs as ear- 
'y as possible. Manufacturers are re- 
luired to.use conservation measures 
in substitution, redesigning, etc. 

Certain types or size of equipment, 
attachments, etc., may be eliminated 
>r diminished, especially short-run 
products. 

Not less than 40% of the selling 
price of farm equipment must be paid 
for in cash on delivery, and the bal¬ 
ance in instalments not extending over 
24 months. Trade-ins are not consid¬ 
ered in lieu of cash. The amount al¬ 
lowed on trade-ins is to be deducted 
from the total selling price, and 40% 
>f the balance in cash, with the rest in 
nstalments. 

Repairs and spare parts are to he 
supplied by companies to dealers on 
a sold outright basis, payment to be in 
cash not later than the _10th of the 
month following the sale. 

Excluded are handtools, fencing, 
poultry netting, gates and wire fenc¬ 
ing, well casings, nails and sundry 
uch articles. 


Must Have License 
For Ration Books 

Gas rationing starts April 1, and it 
will be impossible after that to obtain 
gas without ration books. These can 
only be obtained by presenting the 
owner’s license. Car licenses expire 
March 31, and the government advises 
car owners to apply for licenses early 
n order that there may be no delay in 
obtaining gas after April 1. It is un¬ 
derstood that licenses will be avail¬ 
able some weeks earlier than they 
were last year, to facilitate the 
-mooth movement to rationing basis.

Orderly Payment 
Now Ultra Vires 

Act of Last Session to Pro¬ 
vide Against Action While 
Debt Adjustment Act Was 
Being Studied. Court Dis¬ 
allows 

The Orderly Payment of land 
Debts Act, assed at the 1941 session, 
vas declared ultra vires by the Albei 
‘a Supreme Court. It wa= contehdr.’ 
that the Act conflicted with the ’■> 
eral Farmer-Creditor Ar rngo 
Act. 

This Orderly Payment of Lam! Do’ 
Act was passed in 1941 to provide for 
iny development while the legality oi 
the Debt Adjustmentt Act was in 
question. It gave debtors under mort¬ 
gages of land and agreements for s"! 
if land, a fixed period to malfe.pay¬ 
ments to creditors and provided that 
io long as payment was made accor' 1 
ng to such plan no action cou’^ •’ 
irought to enforce the terms of thf 
mortgage or agreement for sale. 

The test of the Act’s validity rose 
% Supreme Court action requiring 
ipecific performance of agreement for 
sale. 

Mr. Justice O’Connor in giving jud" 
ment that the act was ultra vires 
•laimed that it is repugnant to the Do-, 
minion statutes relating to obligations 
n the nature of debt' and liquidate’! 
lemdnds. He considered that in leg¬ 
islating for insolvent debtors, Die 
irovincc has no right to infringe such 
Donrnlon legislation as the Farmrrs- 
Creditors Arrangement Act and In¬ 
terest Act.

^ * approval by the majority of people. The govern¬ 
ment has imposed rulings that neither individuals nr:' 
merchants have the strength to impose, in spite of the 
general Conviction that all parties would be bette. ■o" 
if there was more limited credit. Mast people live just 
one month behind—or perhaps farther. They pay this 
month for everything consumed last month, and if earn¬ 
ings suddenly stopped they are in a spot. 

Now the government requires that all charge accounts 
be cleaned up by the tenth of the following month, un¬ 
less it is some large scale purchase on budget plan, for 
which regular monthly payments are stipulated. For 
quite a number of people this may bring temporary 
hardship, and-a readjustment of monthly earnings to 
take care of all charge accounts early in the month. Bat 
In the long run it will be a good thing for the purchaser, 
and a great saving in bookkeeping to the merchant. If 
the bills are not paid, the merchant is within the law in 
refusing further credit. It is understood, however, that 
this is not an inflexible ruling, and leniency is extended 
to those accustomed to paying on the basis of crop re¬ 
turns, or under similar periodic arrangement. 

An all cash basis would be still better business for 
those who have a regular salary and know exactly what 
their income is. .Jt is wonderful how many things you 
can do without, if you have to pay ca3h. What the mer¬ 
chant might lose in volume of business, he might 
make up in quick returns, and might even be able to sell 
more cheaply, if bookkeeping expenses were reduced. 
At any rate the move toward restricted credit will -lie 
generally beneficial in the long run.

Curbing Buying 
And Long Credit 

War Time Prices and Trade 
Board Stiffen Regulations on 
Charge Accounts; Method of 
Price Fixing 

The following regulations are re¬ 
leased from the War Time Prices and 
Trade Board, dated early in January. 
They are worth contemplation. 

Under new regulations of the War¬ 
time Prices and Trade Board, all 
“charge accounts” owing at the end 
of this month, must be paid within ten 
days, otherwise the merchant is prohi¬ 
bited from selling the customer while 
he is in default, any of a long list of 
manufactured articles. If payment in 
full is not possible, the customer may 
pay onerthird in cash and arrange to 
pay the balance in monthly instal¬ 
ments. Succeeding monthly account-* 
must be liquidated within ten days 
after the end of the month. 

(Certain exceptions in regard to ob¬ 
taining goods on extended credit are 
made in the cast of farmers, fisher¬ 
men, prospectors, trappers and others 
engaged in seasonal industries of a 
primary or extractive nature. 

Method of Fixing on Imports 

Strange as it may seem, under the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board reg¬ 
ulations, housewives will be enabled 
to purchase a considerable number of 
imported articles at less than actual 
cost. This is due to the difficulty of 
fixing prices which importers must 
pay in fluctuating wartime markets, tl. 

Here’s how the Board has worked 
it out, taking tea for an example. Tea 
that sold for 70 cents a pound during 
the base period between Sept. 15 and 
Oct. 11, now may cost the storekeeper 
several cents a pound more than that 
to buy at wholesale. 

The Board requires him stilt to sell 
at 75 cents a pound, but he can claim 
for the difference against his whole¬ 
saler who claims against the import¬ 
er. On his establishing the actual dif¬ 
ference between past and present im¬ 
port prices the Board will pay the im¬ 
porter a subsidy for the amount. This 
principle will apply in the case of all 
Imported goods which have risen Tn 
price to the importer, but which trre 
Board requires shall be sold to the ul¬ 
timate consumer at prices'in force 
between Sept. 15 and Oct. 11 last.

Care in Feeding 
Roughage to Hogs 


Some Roughage Fed to Hogs 
Should Be Given With Care 
As to Hogs Digestive System 

A case came to the attention of the 
Department of Agriculture recently in 
which a farmer included chopped hay 
n the grain ration being fed to hogs. 
Trouble developed and a number of 
the hogs died. 

A pig’s digestive system is not 
adapted for handling roughage in 
large quantities. Unlike the cow 
which has three stomachs, a pig has 
only one, and this stomach is con¬ 
structed to handle concentrates with a 
small amount of fibre. 

Some roughage may be fed to swine 
but the best way to feed it is to build 
a rack along the side of the pen and 
place in it each day a small amount of 
roughage. Alfalfa is best but'sweet 
clover or green oat sheaves may be 
used. The hogs can then nibble away 
at this roughage whenever they desire. 

Wheat which is to be fed to swine, 
or in fact to any live stock, should be j 
coarsely ground. Fine ground wheat 
s apt to form a paste which makes it 
less satisfactory as a feed.

Stockyards Do 
Big Business 

Cattle Prices in Advance of 
1941 and More Sold; Hogs 
Also on the Increase 

Reports from Calgary stockyards 
for the year 1941, indicate a very vig¬ 
orous year with increasing demand 
both in export and domestic maikets. 

Cattle marketings through the Cal¬ 
gary yards were 15,972 more than in 
1940; Average increase in prices ov¬ 
er the previous year was almost $1.50 
per owt. on all classes of butcher cat¬ 
tle. 

Calves also were higher in number 
in 1940, legistering similar increase in 
price per cwt. 

There were altogether 88,404 cattle 
sold at value of $5,335,492. There were 
13,837 calves bringing $343,073. There 
were 140,136 hogs to realize over 2'j 
million dollars and 14,758 sheep were 
sold for $113,415. 

Conditions prevailing in the Cal¬ 
gary yards are a reflection of other 

yards. 

Hog oiarketings through the stock- 
yards were well mainta'ned. showing 
an increase of 52,000 over 1940 with 
an estimated increase in value of $3 
per head over 1940. Marketings were 
well distributed throughout the year 
with a low period ir August and a 
high in December. During the last two 
months of the year Alberta was out 
in front as the largest hog marketing 
province in the Dominion. 

At the Canadian bacon exhibit in 


Ottawa, Wiltshire sides from *10 Al¬ 
berta hags were judged in competition 
with hogs from other provinces. The 
eserve championship went to Alberta. 

The analysis of quality showed Al¬ 
berta hogs superior in meatiness of 
bellies and loins, but they were faulty 
n heavy shoulders and lack of length 
n sides. _ 

Alberta must produce nearly one- 
hird of the present quota for Britain, 
and for this reason the quality of the 
Alberta product must be improved. 

Good Year for Livestock 

Livestock producers have benefitted 
by rising prices this year as opposed 
to grain farmers. Wholesale prices 
for farm products have registered not¬ 
able increase in the fall of 1941. With 
basic'price of 192(5 standing at 100, 
the field products index stood at 50.4 
in August and at 57.9 in October. In 
the same period livestock prices rose 
from 83.3 to 101. 

Wheat continues as the main factor 
in depressing field products prices. 

Covering the intervening years 
from 1926, on a basis of all farm pro¬ 
ducts, these declined in 1932 to 4-8.4 
if the 100 of 1926. After that, they 
fluctuated and were at 64.3 in 1939, 
and at 67.4 in 1940. From October 
1940 to 1941, the general farm pro- 
ucts prices rose to 74.1. 

The Millarville-Priddis Red Cross 
has raised $1,235 during J941. Ap¬ 
proximately • 700 completed articles 
have been completed during the past 
year. Mrs. F. dePalezieux presented 
the report at the annual meeting. It 
was proposed that $100 be sent to the 
“Aid to Russia” campaign.

New Uniforms For 
Canada’s Soldiers 

It has been charged that enlist¬ 
ment in the Canadian army lacks gla¬ 
mor. But Canadian soldiers are now 
going to be plumb full of glamor, 
through their “walking out” uniforms. 
This is a second uniform to be worn 
off duty, not a replacement of the 
present battle dress. The new uni¬ 
forms are cut after the style of coats 
and slacks worn by officers, and are 
in khaki serge. Ties, collar pins, 
black «oclcs low oxfords are additional 
“styling” to go with this uniform. 
This new outfit will bo issued free to 
all soldiers. It includes also a swag¬ 
ger stick A regimental collar badge 
will be worn.

j. 8. McLean of the Canada Backers, 
,.td., at Uowmanvilie. Mr. McLean is 
.u. ted as saying on this occasion; 

''Jeremiahs who teli tne farmei 
c..ree times a week that his indusi-o 
is depressed are contributing to a de- 
eatist name of mindl” For every 
ase .of hardship 1 can tell of nunier- 
us successes. \\ hy don’t these jere- 
.liahs write up the successful farmeis 
or a change? There- are plenty ol 
neni. Farming can be made to pay— 
.is ly'uuada Packers’ experimental 
.arm and hundieds of privately-owned 
.a.ins all over the country, demon- 
trate. Telling you men that you arc 
Hi a losing game, is no act of friend- 
;nip on the'part of these writers who 
ouid just as easily make out a sad 
asc fur many other industries. 

Mr. McLean’s address dealt with 
.he situation in the hog market today. 
Canadian farmers have an opportun- 
ty-to capture the British bacon mar¬ 
ket’from Denmark that will never oc- 
ur again. They have that market 
.iglit now but the Danes will g<et it 
oack unless we can make bacon as 
good as or better than they can. 

Today Canadian farmers who can 
raise the standard hogs required for 
the British market are getting good 
money, and they will continue to get 
l after peace comes only if they can 
maintain that standard. Otherwise the 
price will drop to an unprofitable lev¬ 
el. If that happens, it will not be be- 
ause of economic conditions pressing 
unduly on the farmer, or because xif 
ack of Government support. It will be 
due entirely to poor hog raising.” 

Commenting on the farm situation 
in relation to Mr. McLean's speech, 
the editor of the Bowmanville States¬ 
man says: 

“Farmers themselves are not de¬ 
pressed even when they work 14 hour.-, 
a day throughout the whole year, but 
hey claim they are operating a “de¬ 
pressed” industry in wartime agricul¬ 
ture. The matter is simple enough If 
only proper accounting would bring 
»ut average truth. But few keep books 
and none charge up time, overhead or 
acts ofTlod. , 

“As Tom" J feaker, Sr., told Hon. Ar- 
hur Meighen at the banquet: ‘Outside 
markets and the weather have more 
to do with farmers’ success than all 
the promises of politicians in Christ¬ 
endom; you are all alike when you arc 
out for votes, the sky’s the limit and 
we plug along as the backbone of the 
■ountry while governments fall all 
over themselves appeasing the labor 
element for perpetuity in office.” To 
all of which, Mr. Meighen smilingly 
ubscribed. 

The Statesman’s opinion is that 
farmers solidly organized will com¬ 
mand tne right to share equally with 
all other classes and it would be the 
part of wisdom for middlemen and 
processors of farm products to get 
down to bedrock, in wide awake pub¬ 
lic relations without delay. 


A New Order and 
Who Will Build It 


(C. \V. Peterson in Farm and. 

Ranch Review) 

Hitler has now, largely by treach¬ 
ery, invaded and put his curse on ev¬ 
ery country in Europe except some 
four minor nations all of whom are at 
his mercy. It is fantastic to suppose 
that this uneducated, tinpot states¬ 
man can play any part in the serious 
task of reconstruction, which must 
be approached in a spirit of gener¬ 
osity and with sympathy and patieftt 
understanding of the needs and as¬ 
pirations of all parties to the deal. 
The nations taking the lead in such an 
effort must become reconciled to mak¬ 
ing substantial sacrifices. 

The last man in the whole, wide 
world to lead in post-war reconstruc¬ 
tion is precisely Adolph Hitler. Some¬ 
one has pointed out, that at 52 he 
stands on an unique eminence—not on¬ 
ly feared and hated for his power, as 
many a conqueror before him has 
been, but loathed for his savage as¬ 
sault ujjon the minds of men; for his 
calculated poisoning of every gener-, 
ous emotion in his own and other na¬ 
tions; for his ruthless perversion of 
the timid hopes for. human brother¬ 
hood that were raising their heads in 
the wake of the last Great War. 

A “New Order” and a lasting one 
can be erected only on the solid foun¬ 
dation of -confidence in the integrity 
and good faith of the leadership. All 
thinking people on earth will agree, 
that it can lie instituted only by Great 
Britain and the United States with 
their honourable traditions and long 
record of fair dealings with other na¬ 
tions. And we may safely take it for 
I granted, that no matter how the for¬ 
tunes of war may ebb and flow, no 
matter what temporary reverses the 
British Empire may sustain in the 
present unequal conflict with the Axis 
powers, in the last resort the moipen- 
tous task of building a new world on 
the ruins of the old one must, and 
will, be entrusted to the Anglo-Sax¬ 
on nations.

WAGE CONTROL 

Instructions to Canadian Employers and 
Employees concerning the Wartime Wages 
and Cost of Living Bonus Order, P.C. 8253. 

T HIS Order of the Dominion Government— 
which under the War Measures Act stabilizes 
wage rates and requires employers to pay a cost 
of living bonus — provided for the establishment 
of National and Regional War Labour Boards 
to administer the Government’s policy. 

National Employers 

Communications from employers and employees 
in the following employments should be address 
ed to the Secretary, National War Labour Board 
Ottawa: • 

(1) the operation of line* ol (team or other (hips, railway*, 
canals or telegraphs, including all services ancillarv 
thereto, connecting any province with any other ot 
others of the province* or extending beyond the limits 
of the province; 

(2) the operation of any system of air, bus or truck trans 
port at ion connecting any province with any other ot 
others of the provinces or extending beyond the limits 
of the province; 

(3) the operation of any electrical power or transmission 
works connecting any province with any other or others 
of the provinces or extending beyond the limits of any 
province, or serving two or more province*: 

(4) mining; 

(5) the operation of any shipyard; _ 

(6) all undertakings located in the Yukon or Northwest 
Territories. " ' 

Regional Employers 

Employers and employees in employments other 
than those above designated should address their 
communications to the Regional War Labour 
Board in care of their respective provincial 
governments. 

The Order provides that no increase ot 
decrease in a basic scale of wage rates may 
be made by any employer. Violations of 
this Order are subject to penalties. 

Extracts from the Order and the Board’s 
Interpretative Rulings are given in the 
National War Labour Board's Bulletin No. 1, 
which may be obtained on application to any 
Regional War Labour Board.

Will the Tar Sand Beds of 
Western Canada Become the 
World’s Oil Reservoirs? 


Free Pictures 


Raymond Arthur Davies, business 
specialist, is quoted in the Magazine 
Digest as predicting an almost illim 
table future for the tar sands of nor- 
hern Alberta. In his judgment the 
tar sands round McMurray have daz- 
ding possibilities, with the major dif- 
iculty—separation of sand from oil 
—now overcome. 

He says: ‘Northern Alberta’s bi- 
uminous sands contain minera 
wealth beyond the wildest dreams ol 
nan. Yet tantalizingly the utilization 
«f thq sands, and commercial harne.w 
■ ng of their wealth, remained unat- 
ended until last year. 

“United States’ authorities have 
placed the petroleum content of these 
ands at 250 billion barrels. The total 
proven oilfield reserves of the world 
ire-set at about 2414 billion barrels, 
n other words, these northern Alber¬ 
ta sands have ten times as much oil a.- 
he rest of the world put together. 

“The riddle of separating the oil 
from the sands has baffled many 
scientists, and there was no known 
satisfactory way extracting the sand. 
.Veil* would not do; tunnelling was 
ot feasible; water and steam were in¬ 
effective. . 

“It is in the last year that the first 
)il mine has finally been put into suc- 
essful operat on, for yielding gaso- 
ine, Diesel and fuel oil and road oil. 
l'his first mine is headed by Max Ball, 
-ind sharing jointly in his enterprise is 
James McClave, research engineer of 
Denver, who developed the method of 
succssfully freeing the oil from the 
sand. 

“Gasoline, Diesel fuel and other re¬ 
fined products are now produced coni 
•nercially by the Abasand Co. from the 
ar sands of Athabasca area. At first 
.nly 80 barrels oil per day were pro¬ 
duced, and this has risen to 400 bar- 
els. At present, recovery runs to 
about one barrel of oil to one ton of 
;and. The company owns* mining 
rights to 4,200 acres of land and it is 
estimated that in this acreage are 
ibout 350 million barrels of high qual- 
ty oil. The deposit now being work- 
sd is close to Waterways. 

“The abrasive action of the sand is 
very hard on cutting tools, and meth- 
>ds to reduce this expense are being 
ried out. There is present available 
;torage for 16,000 barrels.

Canadian, car dealers will exercise 
careful judgment in those who are to 
get the limited number of new cars 
now available. * Production of cars 
for civilian use will stop in March.
